The idea is 
therefore now really abandoned, and the #esperate 
and difinterejled period of eleé?ioneering will not take 
place till after the next fefhion of Parliament. 

It is computed that there have been more changes, 
both in the Peerage and official departments of Go- 
vernment, in Ireland, within thefe lait five months, 
than in any even years {ince the commencement of 
the prefent reign. , 

Alderman Picket was yelterday chofen at the Com- 
mon Hall, Lord Mayor of the City of London for the 
year eniuing. 

It always gives us pleafure to record an act of mu- 
nificence, no matter from what party it proceeds. 
Mr Crofs, a reputable imnkeeper at Wooditock, from 
his extreme liberality, and his unfortunate confidence 
in the Great, reduced his fortuné to the !oweit ebb, 
in giving an unbounded credit to his friends.

Should the Empe- 
ror periitt, the confequences mutt be dreadfal ! ‘ 

We can ailure our readers from unqueltionable au- 
thority, that an entire Revolution has by this time ta- 
ken place in the Auftrian Netherlands. This event 
has been long-expeéted, and the cruel and unprovo- 
ked murder of a Burgher, at Malines, by one of the 
Princes of Anhalt, has contributed not a little to ha- 
ften its being brought about. 

By letters reccived yelterday from France, we are 
politively informed of an infurrection in the Ifland of, 
Corfica. Several houfes have been burned in the town 
of Baftia, and rewards offered for the head of the 
Chief Magiftrate, and fifteen other principal perfons 
belonging to the Superior Council.

Silas Deane, the American Agent, lately died on 
board a thip in the Downs ; his corpfe was landed at 
Deal on Wednefday lalt.—Silas Deane was one of 
the moft remarkable inftances of the verfatility of for- 
tune, which have occurred perhaps during the prefent 
century. Being a native and a merchant of Bolton, 
at an early period of the American war he was fclect- 
ed by Congrefs as one of the Reprefentatives of Ame- 
rica at the Court of France. During his refidence in 
that kingdom he lived in great affluence, and was pre- 
fented by Louis XVI. ‘with his picturs fet round with 
brilliants, as a mark of refpeét on account of his integri- 
ty and_abilities. Having, however, foon after been ac- 
cufed of embezzling large fums of money intruited to 
his care for the purchafe of arms and ammunition, Mr 
Deane fought for an afylum in this country; where 
his habits of life, at firft ceconomical and afterwards 
penurious in the extreme, amply refuted the male- 
volence of his enemies.

The city of Algiers it- 
felf is tolerably free from its. but it has extended 
into many parts of the dominions of the Emperor of 
Morocco. ; 

To compenfate for the trifling triumphs of the Au- 


{frians, the Turks have comnutted fuch ravages in 
Wallachia, as have reduced thar fertile province to a 
defert. The Hofpodar himfelf, from difaffection to 
the Court of Vienna, has contributed to the defola- 


tion of his country. The merchants and tradefmen 
have been plundered, the lands defpoiled, and the 
granaries confumed by fire; fo that, without foreign 
aid, a famine muft fill up thé meafure of their cala- 
Mities. 

The Turks having finifhed their ravages in Walla- 
chia, and reduced.the country to fuch a fituation, 
that it would no longer afford fubfiftence for them- 
felves, were preparing to pafs the Irongate moun- 
tains, to commit the like excefles in Tranfylvania— 
unlefs {topped by the movements of the Auttrian Ge- 
nerals.—Thefe circum{tances muft occafion the Eim- 
peror to lower his tone, if he is ferious in his wifhes 
for peace. 

_ The Count d’Artois refides at Turin, under. the 
title of the Marquis de Marlin ;—his levees are nu- 
meroufly attended. 

The Archbifhop of Vienne has refigned all his 


tythes in France. The Abbe de Sauzay is nominated 
Archbifhop of Vienne in his room. ‘The King has 
beftowed on the late Prelate, the Abbey of Buzy, in 
the diocefe of Nantz; fo that he has now no higher 
rank than that of an Abbot, in lieuof the Archiepif- 
copal dignity.

The 
Landgrave of Heffe Caffel is in the intereft of Eng- 
land, and fubfidifed by her. The Landgrave of Hei: 
Darmi{tadt, in whofe territories the difturbances have 
happened, is in the intereft of France, and has a re- 

iment of German infantry in that fervice, bearing
